Three Arrested in Terror Probe 


Government eharges leave questions about nature of plot 


AURORA, COLO. I The arrest of a Colorado 
airport shuttle driver as part of a terror- 
ism investigation reveals a murky plot that 
involved his receiving explosives training 
with al- Qaeda in Pakistan and download- 
ing instructions on his computer on how 
to build bombs. But one thing is missing: 
actual terrorism charges. 

Najibullah Zazi was charged only with 
making false statements to the govern- 


ment, raising questions about the nature 
of the plot. 

Zazi was arrested late Saturday after 
three days of questioning by the FBI. He 
was due to appear in federal court Monday. 
Also arrested were Zazi’s father, Moham- 
med Wall Zazi, 53, in Denver; and an asso- 
ciate, Ahmad Wais Afzali, 37, of New York 
City, the Justice Department said. Both also 
were charged with making false statements 


to federal agents, which carries a penalty 
of eight years in prison. 

Zazi’s defense team denied reports that 
he considered a plea deal related to terror 
charges, and Zazi’ s attorney, Arthur Folsom, 
has dismissed as rumor that Zazi played a 
crucial role in an intended terrorist attack. 

“All of that hype and it comes down to 
charging him with lying to the government. 
It sounds disproportionate to the hype,” said 
Taj Ashaheed, a Colorado Muslim Society

WASHINGTON I More than 35 mil- 
lion people around the world are 
living with Alzheimer’s disease 
or Other types of 
dementia, says 
the most in-depth 
attempt yet to 
assess the brain- 
destroying ill- 
ness . 

The new count 
is about 10 per- 
cent higher than 
what scientists 
had predicted just a few years ago, 
because earlier research underesti- 
mated Alzheimer’s growing impact 
in developing countries. 

Barring a medical break- 
through, the World Alzheimer 
Report projects dementia will 
nearly double every 20 years. By 
2050, it will affect a staggering 
115.4 million people. 

“We are facing an emergency,” 
said Dr. Daisy Acosta, who heads 
Alzheimer’s Disease International, 
which released the report Monday.

Obama urges support 
for bealtb care bill in 
barrage of interviews 

President Obama sought to blan- 
ket the airwaves Sunday with an 
impassioned defense of his health 
reform effort during back-to-back 
broadcasts of taped interviews on 
five morning news programs. 

In interviews conducted Fri- 
day at the White House, Obama 
acknowledged being “humbled” 
by the challenge of “breaking 
through” in the battle over health 
care reform. 

“I think there have been times 
where I have said I’ve got to step 
up my game in terms of talking to 
the American people about issues 


like health care,” he said on ABC’s 
“This Week.” 

“I’ve tried to keep it digestible, 
you know; it’s very hard for people 


to get their — their whole arms 
around it. And that’s been a case 
where I have been humbled and I 
just keep on tiying harder, because 


I, I really think it’s the right thing 
to do for the country.” 

Hewing to virtually the same 
script in each interview, Obama 
voiced a desire for a more “civil” 
tone in the health care debate. 

“We all have an obligation to 
try to conduct this conversation 
in a civil way,” he said on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press.” 

Obama also defended plans 
to require that every American 
carry health insurance. He denied 
repeated assertions that the man- 
date represents a tax. 

“My critics say everything is a 
tax increase,” a clearly frustrated 
Obama said. “My critics say that 
I’m taking over every sector of the 
economy. ... I absolutely reject that 
notion.” (the Washington post)

N.Y. governor rebuffs 
calls from Democrats 
to drop re-election bid 

ALBANY, N.Y. I Gov. David Paterson 
isn’t scrapping his plans to run for 
the office he inherited 18 months 
ago, despite growing pressure from 
Washington and intervention by 
the Rev. A1 Sharpton, who has con- 
tacted the governor and the White 
House over his concern, 

“My plans for 2010 are to run for 
governor of the state of New York,” 
Paterson said Sunday after serving 
as grand marshal to the African- 
American Day Parade in Manhat- 
tan, “I am running for office.” 

Paterson’s remarks come amid 
mounting pressure from Wash- 
ington and within New York to 
drop out because of his low poll 
numbers and concerns from other 
Democrats that he might hurt their 
chances in 2010. 

“I think the White House is very 


concerned about 2010,” said Lee 
Miringoff of the Marist College 
poll, which last week found Pat- 
erson mired in some of the lowest 


approval ratings of any New York 
governor. 

When asked whether he was 
concerned about losing some Dem- 


ocratic support because of his low 
poll numbers, Paterson said: “No, 
I feel like in this very difficult eco-

JERUSALEM I President Obama 
will try to get Mideast peacemak- 
ing back on track this week in a 
meeting with the Israeli and Pal- 
estinian leaders, hoping the weight 
of the U.S. presidency can resolve 
a showdown over Israeli settle- 
ment construction and get the 
sides talking again after months 
of deadlock. 

For Obama, it’s high-stakes 
diplomacy that relies on resolv- 
ing the Israeli-Palestinian con- 
flict as a key to cracking other 
world problems. He’ll be bringing 
Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu and Palestinian Presi- 
dent Mahmoud Abbas together 
in New York on Tuesday for their 
first encounter since Netanyahu 
took office in March, 

Obama faces a tough task. The 
Israelis and Palestinians have 
dug in deep in positions that have 
eluded compromise, despite mul- 
tiple visits by Washington’s spe- 
cial envoy. 

After the meeting was 
announced Saturday, Netanyahu’s 
office said he “warmly accepts” the 
invitation, A senior Israeli official 
said the meetings in New York were 
meant to lay the groundwork for 
negotiations but would not consti- 
tute arelaunch oftalks.

Some Americans say

HAVANA I Hundreds of thousands 
of Cubans flocked to sprawling 
Revolution Plaza on Sunday for an 
open-air “peace concert” headlined 
by Colombian rocker Juanes, an 
event criticized by some Cuban- 
Americans who say the performers 
are lending support to the island’s 
communist government simply by 
showing up. 

Miguel Bose, one of the other 
singers in the mega-concert, 
announced the crowd size at 
1,15 million. It was impossible to 
independently verify that number, 
but Juanes’ visit to Cuba was clear- 
ly the biggest by an outsider since 
Pope John Paul II’s 1998 tour. 

Hundreds of public buses fer- 
ried young and old to the concert 


site, and the government laid on 
even more transportation, hoping 
for a large turnout. 

Even before the show started. 


colorful umbrellas sprouted like 
flowers across the wide square. 
Ambulances set up behind the stage 
treated those who had succumbed 


to dehydration. 

That excitement does not 
extend to some across the Florida 
Straits, where Juanes has endured 
death threats, CD smashing pro- 
tests and boycotts since his deci- 
sion to hold the “Peace Without 
Borders” concert in Havana. 

Police in Key Biscayne, Flor- 
ida, say they are keeping watch 
over the homes of both the rocker 
and his manager, Fernan Marti- 
nez Maecha. 

Still, the criticism from Flor- 
ida is far from universal. Span- 
ish-language stations covered the 
event and several exile groups have 
voiced support, describing it as a 
rare chance for Cubans to get a 
glimpse of the outside world. 

But Juanes has insisted the con- 
cert is about music, not politics. 

“It is one more grain of sand for 
improving relations through art,” 
the singer said Friday, paul haven (ap)

Taliban Militant Dies in Pakistan

The arrest of Qasab — who had 
a $121,000 bounty on his head — 
was the third from the army’s list 
of 10 most-wanted Swat militants. 
Qasab allegedly decapitated many 
Pakistani troops in Swat when the 
Taliban was in control. 

The military announced Sun- 
day that security forces killed eight 
militants in search operations in

BAGHDAD | Iraqis celebrating the 
end of the holy fasting month of 
Ramadan set off in droves Sun- 
day on family trips to the coun- 
try’s northern Kurdish region, a 
prized escape from the sporadic 
violence that still batters the capi- 
tal and other cities.

A Time to Reconsider 



The global recession 
has shaken America’s 
faith in buying stocks 

CHiCAGO I The stock market 
bounced back, just as it has for 
nearly three decades. It just doesn’t 
feel that way. 

Last year’s financial meltdown 
knocked the swagger out of Amer- 
icans’ views toward investing. The 
baby boomers who forged the Rea- 
gan bull market; survived the 1987 
crash; bought Amazon.com at 
$2 per share and sold at $100; 
brushed off the collapse of the 
dot-com bubble and kept plow- 
ing money into their 401(k)s 
are reassessing what they once 
believed. 

It’s difficult, after all, to keep 
the faith in buy-and-hold after the 
market crashed harder than at any 
time since the Great Depression. 
It’s difficult to trust your financial 
adviser after Bernard Madoff stole 
billions from his clients. Most of 
all, it’s difficult for a generation 
that equated personal finance with 
investing in stocks to accept that 
the rules have changed. 

People are still investing. The 
rates of participation in 401(k) 
programs have held steady. But 
financial planners across the conn-

try say there is a sense that people 
are returning to basic principles 
that were shunted aside. 

“Before the market chaos, there 
was a very low savings rate, inap- 
propriate use of credit cards, too 
much risk in investments, exces- 
sive spending on residences,” says 
Tom Warschauer, a finance profes- 
sor at San Diego State University. 


“Virtually every type of financial 
decision was being made in a kind 
of fairyland atmosphere.” 

David Sinclair, 62, of Rio Ran- 
cho, N.M., retired in 2007. He was 
confident his savings of more than 
$500,000, bolstered by a pension, 
would be enough to live on. But 
then the value of his portfolio fell 
33 percent, and he ended up back 
at work at his old desk. 

“One of my goals when I retired 
was to do a lot of traveling,” he said. 
“With the way things were going, 
it became pretty apparent that I’d 
be lucky to take a trip every three

Deeds Gains in Governor’s Race 


Democratic candidate 
in Va. decreases gap 
against McDonnell 

RICHMOND, VA. | Republican Bob 
McDonnell is holding onto a 
shrinking lead in the Virginia 
governor’s race over Democrat 
R, Creigh Deeds, according to a 
Washington Post poll published 
Sunday, 

Among respondents who say 
they’re certain to vote in Novem- 
ber, McDonnell leads Deeds 


51 percent to 47 percent. Just over 
a month ago, a Post poll showed 
McDonnell with a lead of 54 per- 
cent to 39 percent among likely 
voters. 

The poll was conducted 
through telephone interviews 
between Sept, 14 and Sept, 17. 

It included interviews with 
2,113 adult Virginians, 1,003 of 
whom said they were “absolutely 
certain” to vote in the gubernato- 
rial election, 

McDonnell, a former state 
attorney general, and Deeds, a 


state senator, are vying to replace 
Gov, Timothy Kaine, who cannot 
seek re-election because of term 
limits. 

Since August, 
Deeds has been 
especially suc- 
cessful in win- 
ning over voters 
in Northern Vir- 
ginia, the poll 
found. 

Deeds now has a lead of 57 per- 
cent to 40 percent among likely 
voters there compared to a month 


ago, when the two candidates 
were running about even. 

The Democrat has also 
improved his standing among 
women. 

In August, he trailed McDon- 
nell among independent women 
59 percent to 31 percent; now 
Deeds has a slight edge among 
those voters, who favor the Demo- 
crat 50 percent to 47 percent. 
The news is not all grim for 
McDonnell, who still leads 55 per- 
cent to 44 percent among voters 
outside Northern Virginia, (ap)

As a D.C. resident, Burke pays out-of- 
state tuition at Maryland, and he does 
not receive scholarship money or help 
from family members. 

The pressure is on for Burke to 
find a job following graduation this 
coming spring. With looming loans 
in a tight job market, "It's a little 
overwhelming," he says. But the MBA 
program has already helped him 
develop the networking connections, 
skills and confidence he will need. 

Like most of his classmates, 

Burke is now fine-tuning his job- 
hunting strategy. He's deciding which 
types of companies, geographic 
locations, and industries to focus 
on, and he's beginning to send out 
resumes. He'll also tap the extensive 
network of well-connected alumni 
who serve as role models. "The 


school does an excellent job of 
bringing back alums to talk about 
their careers," says Burke, who also 
receives inspiration and guidance 
from inspiring and accessible faculty 
members who serve as mentors. 

With the huge time demands of 
being a second-year MBA student in 
today's job market, "I don't know how 
a lot of people find time to sleep," 
says Burke. But with recent signs that 
the job market is improving, he says a 
lot of the students are optimistic. 

In addition to working with 
the Smith School's career services 
office, students need plenty of 
individual initiative. Developing 
strong communication skills and 
self-confidence is essential. "You 
have to be outgoing, says Burke. 

"The MBA program kind of forces it 
upon you. You gain comfort talking 
about yourself and giving a 30-second 
pitch." 

And besides, talking is fun 
when you have bright students 
from all over the world in class 
discussions. "Maryland has a strong 
IT [information technology] program, 
which attracts a lot of students from 
India who have an IT background. We

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also have students from South Korea, 
Taiwan, and other countries. I feel 
fortunate to be with a globally diverse 
group of bright students. I admire 
their work ethic, and they add a lot to 
class discussions," says Burke. "They 
add new perspectives on the global 
economy, different ways of viewing 
the world, and different ways of 
thinking about business situations." 

Stimulation also comes 
from case studies that involve the 
current financial crisis as well as 
issues pertaining to social and 
environmental sustainability. 
Extracurricular opportunities focusing 
on global sustainability are often 
student-run. "I have learned a lot 
about microfinance," says Burke. 

If there were one thing he could 
change about the program, he would 
want a mandatory semester abroad. 
The Smith School offers an optional 
semester or summer abroad, but 
many students forego the opportunity, 
because it's hard to remove oneself 
from networking opportunities near 
campus and summer internship 
opportunities. With large loans, 
students often think twice about the 
cost of the one-to-two-week trips 
abroad that the school offers. 

The networking opportunities 
could be essential in Burke's long- 
term career. "You start to realize that 
your classmates will be your contacts 
for years," says Burke. 


Affordable, Flexible, Intensive 

Tatiana Popova launched her 
career in finance while working full 
time at the World Bank in downtown 
Washington, D.C. and pursuing 
her MBA part time at Virginia 
Tech's Pamplin College of Business, 
National Capital Region. She chose 
the program for its flexibility, its 
convenient location in Falls Church, 
Va., and the business school's 
reputation. The program's academic 
requirements are the same as those 
for full-time MBA students at Virginia 
Tech's main campus in Blacksburg, Va. 

"It was very affordable," says 
Popova, who was 26 when she 
entered the program in fall 2006.

The program was also a 
considerable time commitment. Most 
students, including Popova, are married 
and working full time. Many also have 
young children. "Not all MBA programs 
are so family-friendly," she says. 

Each class met weekly from 7 
to 1 0 p.m. By taking two or three 
classes per semester, Popova was able 
to complete the program in just three 
years. Much of her weekend time was 
devoted to homework. 

"It was quite intensive, but 
manageable and flexible," she says. 
Some students would take only one 
class during a semester when they 
were particularly busy at work. Some 
would even skip a semester after the 
birth of a new baby or when a job 
required extensive travel. 

While pursuing her degree, 

Popova moved from her initial job 
working with training programs at the 
World Bank Institutes to an investment 
department of the Bank's International 
Finance Corporation (IFC). In May 
2009, after earning her MBA with a 
concentration in finance, she moved 
to a new job in the IFC's Financial 
Operations department. 

By studying part-time, Popova 
avoided the need to take out large 


loans. While online MBA programs 
were also an option, she chose a 
face-to-face program largely for its 
networking potential. "The MBA is 
not only about studies; it's also about 
making connections for the future," 
she says. 

As working professionals, Popova 
and her classmates had much less 
time to mix outside of class than full- 
time students have. Still there were 
plenty of opportunities for teamwork 
within the curriculum, and many of the 
networks students formed are likely 
to continue serving them for years to 
come. 

In the years ahead, Popova's 
MBA may prove especially useful in 
her native Russia and other countries 
around the world. Some 28 percent 
of students in the Virginia Tech 
National Capital Region part-time 
MBA program come from abroad. 
International job opportunities are 
likely to increase in the coming years 
for these students and for their U.S. 
classmates. 

"The biggest entrepreneurial 
opportunities will be where the 
developing world is growing most 
quickly," notes Jon Fernandes, 
president and CEO of AACSB 


International, the association to 
advance collegiate schools of business. 

In a 2009 survey of MBA 
applicants, QS TopMBA, which runs 
the upcoming QS World MBA Tour, 
found that more than 50 percent of 
all students pursuing an MBA in the 
United States are confident of securing 
business school loans if needed. 
However, international students with 
limited access to the U.S. job market 
often choose not to risk taking out 
large loans for full-time study. A 
high quality, flexible, part-time MBA 
program can be especially attractive 
for such students — and for many other 
working professionals. 

TOMORROW'S 
HEALTH CARE 
MANAGERS 

W hat do you get when billions 
of stimulus dollars generate 
thousands of new jobs in 
health care? New career opportunities. 
For all the debate about health care 
reform, there is general agreement 
about the industry's upcoming 
requirements: 

1. The need for professionals 
trained in health care 
management. No matter what 
the outcome of health care reform, 
implementing the reforms will be 
a massive task. "Health care has 
become more market-based and 
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more business oriented," says 
Don Levanty, professor of health 
care management at Marymount 
University in Arlington, Va. To 
incorporate a way of paying for 
the uninsured, the system will 
need to handle more patients 
with fewer dollars. Efficiency will 
be critical. Managers will need to 
be able to streamline operations, 
deal with future ethical 
questions about allocating care 
and understand how to make 
the most of new information 
technology. 

2. The need for universal 
electronic access to medical 
information: "We need to find 
a way to make every health 
care record talk to every other 
health care record," says Levanty. 
There is growing demand for 
information technology managers 
with expertise in health care 
systems and for health care 
managers who know how to 
utilize information technology. 

3. The expanding need for 
primary care providers. 

Even if tomorrow's health 
care system turns out to be 
much like the current system, 
emphasis on preventive care 
is likely to increase. With too 
few M.D.'s now in the pipeline, 
non-M.D.'s such as family nurse 
practitioners are poised to have 
growing responsibility and 


authority. Health care managers 
will need to know how best 
to use providers such as nurse 
practitioners and physician's 
assistants. They will need to 
understand state laws governing 
scope of practice for different 
types of health care providers. 

New Management Careers 

Hospitals, large medical practices, 
nursing homes, medical labs, imaging 
centers, and insurance companies will 
all need managers who can handle the 
dynamics of change in reimbursement 
procedures, health care delivery, 
and other aspects of the health care 
system. 

Health care leadership positions 
that have traditionally attracted 
professionals with clinical background 
now require managers with 
background in finance and marketing, 
says Levanty. He also foresees the 
development of new health care 
professions, such as health care 
"navigators" to help consumers make 
their way through the health care 
system. 

In addition to serving on the 
Marymount University faculty, Levanty 
is a lawyer who has been serving as a 
health care consultant since the 1970s. 

Tomorrow's health care leaders 
will need business management skills 
combined with an understanding 
of the increasingly complex health 
care industry. They will need 


quantitative skills, an understanding 
of interpersonal relationships, 
and writing skills to convey how 
a management system will be 
implemented. Health care managers 
will also need to understand the 
nuances of health care protocol and 
the legal, ethical, and policy aspects of 
health care delivery. 

No wonder many business 
schools now offer MBA/health care 
dual degrees. There are also master's 
degrees in health care administration 
and MBAs with specialization in 
health care, but the dual degree allows 
for thorough preparation in both 
areas. "I think the dual degree will 
catch on like crazy," says Levanty. 

Meanwhile, business schools are 
already sending many grads in health 
care and health care technology 
into the pipeline, according to Alex 
Chisholm, senior research analyst at 
the Graduate Management Admission 
Council (GMAC). He says health care 
employment is up 5 to 7 percent this 
year, and demand may continue to 
grow as the population ages. 

If you are already a health 
care professional handling finance, 
reimbursement, or legal operations, 
you will probably need to do some 
coursework to survive in your career, 
warns Levanty. He says the need 
for change makes it an especially 
difficult time for the older generation 
of health care administrators. 

But many employers help pay for 
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graduate education for their health 
care managers, including hospitals, 
trade associations, corporate human 
resources departments, health 
technology companies, and some 
government agencies. 

Those new to the field usually 
finance their own studies and take out 
loans. Recent college grads and career 
changers comprise about 25 percent of 
students in the Marymount University 
School of Business Administration's 
M.S. program in Health Care 
Management and in its dual degree 
MBA/M. S. Health Care Management 
program. 

"irs NOT 
YOUR PARENTS' 
ECONOMY" 

he Green revolution involves much 
more than just moving from fossil 
fuels to cleaner, carbon-neutral 
sources of energy, says Lois Quam, 
founder and CEO of Tysvar, LLC, a newly 
created, privately held, Minnesota- 
based "New Green Economy" and 
health care reform incubator. At the 
AACSB Sustainability Conference in July 
2009, Quam addressed a diverse group 


of business experts and management 
educators. She identified the skills that 
the next generation's corporate leaders 
will need to deal with climate change 
and its impacts. Her views can be useful 
for anyone who is considering graduate 
programs in management. 

Moving to an economy based 
on renewable energy and clean 
technology will impact how we design 
and manufacture products, how 
we sell them, and how consumers 
use them and eventually dispose of 
them, says Quam. She points to a 
recent study issued by the Center for 
American Progress and the University 
of Massachusetts at Amherst, which 
predicts that as much as $1 50 
billion annually in public and private 
funds could be invested in "green" 
transformation over the coming decade. 

Quam has identified four 
accelerators that will drive this 
transformation: (1) a new energy 
mindset among businesses; (2) a 
price on carbon emissions set by 
government; (3) development of a more 
accurate way for investors to analyze 
risk; and (4) ecologically sensitive 
business leaders who are prepared to 
operate their businesses in an entirely 
new way. 

The fourth of these accelerators 


will require a new generation of 
business leaders set to utilize new 
business models and practices, says 
Quam. Business leaders will need a 
technical understanding of the problems 
their organizations face, the courage to 
think boldly, and the ability to inspire 
their workforce. 

Furthermore, "They must be able 
to effectively communicate a vision 
for their organization and create a 
workable path to achieve that vision," 
says Quam. "Those business leaders 
who can effectively communicate a 
way forward for their organizations 
and support that message with a 
plan to achieve that vision will be 
successful. The age of Google, Microsoft 
and Twitter have raised business 
communications to a new level. The 
age of solar power, wind turbines 
and electric cars will raise business 
communications to an even higher 
one." 

Change and Innovation 

Quam believes that tomorrow's 
business leaders will need to anticipate 
change, embrace it, envision its broad 
implications, and proactively adapt 
their organizations. Already, fledgling 
companies measure their prosperity 
in terms of months and quarters, not 
decades. "Not long ago. Blockbuster 
was the king of video and DVD rentals 
before being eclipsed by rival Netflix, 
which offered home delivery and no late 
fees," observes Quam. Now, Netflix is 
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scrambling to adjust its business model 
to avoid being overrun by YouTube and 
Hulu. 

"The pace of change will be 
just as frenetic in the new green 
economy, primarily driven by advances 
in technology," Quam predicts. For 
example, conventional solar cells made 
of silicon may soon give way to thin film 
and dye-sensitized cells that are far less 
expensive to produce. 

"Business leaders who are 
not continually improving the value 
proposition of their products and 
services, aggressively monitoring new 
developments in the marketplace and 
constantly adapting their business 
model to meet new challenges will be 
swept aside," says Quam. 

Social Responsibility 

Quam believes that business 
leaders will need to be fully committed 
to corporate social responsibility. They 
will need to have a deep understanding 
of: (1) a product's life cycle; (2) the 
environmental impact suppliers and 
distributors will have; and (3) cost 
savings opportunities to be leveraged 
from clean technology and design. 
Managers will need to look beyond their 


own organization and understand, in 
intimate detail, the entire distribution 
chain for their products and the resulting 
impact on the environment. 

At the same time, government's 
role in the marketplace is likely to 
expand, says Quam. Thus, business 
leaders will need to work effectively 
with a variety of stakeholders in 
complex, multi-faceted environments 
characterized by significant government 
involvement and significant engagement 
of non-government organizations 
(NGOs). 

"Tomorrow's business leaders need 
to look at government and NGOs as 
partners, not adversaries," says Quam. 
Business leaders will need to offer 
expertise and advice to government and 
engage in discussions on policy that 
impacts their business. Business leaders 
will need to realize that NGO members 
and supporters are also customers. 

Many of tomorrow's business 
leaders will need to come from today's 
business schools. Anyone who is 
considering a full-time, part-time, online, 
or executive MBA program will want 
to consider how that program could 
prepare them for leadership in the new 
economy. 


MBA Leaders in Gevernment 
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THE NEW MBA 

I n 2006, Stanford University School 
of Business announced a radical 
change for its MBA program. The 
school introduced a new menu of core 
courses, a seminar in critical thinking, 
a global experience component, and 
expanded academic focus on leadership 
skills. That same year, Yale School of 
Management replaced traditional 
business courses with multidisciplinary 
studies to make management education 
richer and more relevant. 

Now, a wide range of MBA and 
Executive MBA programs have joined 
the curriculum change bandwagon. 
Earlier this year, the MBA Roundtable 
surveyed 232 MBA programs and found 
that 69 percent have undergone a 
significant revision within the past four 
years. The study included 84 full-time, 

93 part-time, 45 executive, and 1 0 
online MBA programs. 

Many schools said they have 
added project-based courses, 
interdisciplinary courses, and 
specializations such as health care or 
entrepreneurship. About half reported 
that they had added leadership 
development programs and increased 
emphasis on global perspectives. And 
nearly 90 percent of the MBA programs 
said they are planning new curricular 
changes. 

But Johns Hopkins University's 
Carey Business School in Baltimore, 

Md., established in 2007, is not just 
making radical changes; it is offering a 
groundbreaking model for management 
education with the new Johns Hopkins 
Global MBA. 

The program's charter class will 
begin in fall 201 0. While any new 
program could face some bumps along 
the way, the Hopkins program already 
sets a promising example of how 
business schools can prepare leaders 
for the complexities of the new, multi- 
faceted, green, global economy. 


New Approaches 

"The financial crisis gave us 
an opportunity to say the existing 
model doesn't work," says Yash 
Gupta, dean of the Carey Business 
School. "Millennial kids are really very 
different. They want a higher purpose 
and want to make a difference." 

With a goal of including at least 
50 percent women and 50 percent 
minorities and international students 
in each class, the Johns Hopkins Global 
MBA program wants students with 
more than just strong math skills, 
communication ability, community 
service experience, and leadership 
skills. "We are looking for the ability to 
think, be flexible and adaptable, and 
use entrepreneurial skills to innovate," 
says Gupta. 

The MBA program will draw on 
Johns Hopkins University's Schools 
of Medicine, Public Health, and 
Nursing — and their global networks — 
as resources for experiential learning. 
Teamwork will involve more than just 
study groups, says Gupta. A student 
team might, for example, mentor an 
inner-city high school student and 
design a learning process for that 
student. 

Even student housing is likely to 
be an innovative learning experience. 
"We're striving for every student 
to have a host family," says Gupta, 
who believes learning the cultural 
dimensions of society is as important as 
learning business basics. The program's 
international students might live with 
American families, and U.S. students 
might be housed with immigrant 
families. 

Faculty in the program will 
have no departments and no areas 
of specialty. Professors are likely to 
use case studies only when a problem 
requires it. And instead of just learning 
about ethics, students will need to deal 
with ethical conflict. A class might bring 
in a CEO to present the conflict, initiate

a group discussion, and ask students to 
write a paper. 

"Our model is very, very different," 
says Gupta. Consider the structure: In 
place of traditional 1 6-week semesters 
and 3-credit courses, the program will 
offer courses of eight weeks or less, for 
1 or 2 credits per course. 

"We'll look at messy systems," 
says Gupta. A class might focus on a 
country like Malawi, which essentially 
has no infrastructure, no banking 
system, and high rates of HIV/AIDS. The 
challenge: design a supply system for 
HIV drug distribution. Students won't 
just think abstractly. They will go to the 
country and work in teams to solve the 
problem. 

Some mandatory internships 
may also be team-based and involve 
graduate students at the School of 
Public Health and other schools at Johns 
Hopkins. "We're still thinking about it," 
says Gupta. 

Plans for the program are in line 
with a major QS TopMBA 2009 Applicant 
Survey finding: significant rise in the 
number of MBA candidates want to run 
their own business or be self-employed 
consultants — a sign that more and 
more students hope to develop 
entrepreneurship skills. 

"An entrepreneur needs to be an 
innovator," says Gupta. "Entrepreneurs 
need to learn how scientists think," he 
explains. "They need to look at what has 
been discovered, who discovered it, and 
how science was employed." 


GMAT AND GRE CHANGES 

N ew developments for two common graduate admission tests aim to make those tests more comprehensive. The Graduate 
Record Exam (GRE), used for admission to graduate programs in the arts and sciences, now has an optional supplement, 
the Personal Potential Index (PPI). And the Graduate Management Admission Test (GMAT), used for admission to 
business programs, is undergoing major revision for the introduction of a "next generation" GMAT four years from now. 

In the traditional grad school admission system, schools often require recommendation letters, which students ask their 
professors to write. The GRE's new PPI can supplement or replace a recommendation letter. The professor logs onto a Web site 
and rates a student on skills such as working in a group and accepting feedback. Responses are converted into numerical scores 
used to rate the applicant in knowledge and creativity, communication skills, teamwork, resilience, planning and organization, 
and ethics and integrity. Evaluators may also add comments. 

Advocates see this system as more organized and effective than recommendation letters, because it is standardized and 
quantifiable. 

Meanwhile, the Graduate Management Admission Council (GMAC) continues to update the GMAT annually, but GMAC 
is also revising the test to roll out the "next generation" GMAT in 201 3. With the new version, GMAC aims to address the 
increasing variation in MBA programs worldwide and the growing diversity of students in terms of ambition, background, and 
learning style. In addition to the traditional measures, the new GMAT will aim to assess non-cognitive skills such as leadership 
and team building. 
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FINANCING GRAD SCHOOL 


G rad schools are concerned about 
how students will pay for their 
programs. In a 2009 survey by 
the Council of Graduate Schools (CGS), 
49 percent of graduate school deans 
reported that student financing is one 
of the most pressing issues they face. 
While the cost of graduate education 
continues to rise, many universities are 
being forced to tighten their budgets. 

For the 2007-08 school year, the 
total cost of attending master's degree 
program averaged $28,375 at public 
institutions and $38,665 at private 
colleges and universities, CGS reports. 
These costs include tuition, fees, books, 
educational supplies, living expenses, 
and other education-related expenses. 

Nearly 75 percent of master's 
level students and 86 percent of 
doctoral students received some type 
of financial aid in 2007-08, according 
to the National Postsecondary Student 
Aid Study (NPSAS) conducted by the 
National Center for Education Statistics. 
Many of these graduate students owed 
large amounts on undergraduate loans 
while attending grad school. 

CGS reports that the average 
amount of aid received was $14,386 at 
the master's level and $23,773 at the 
doctoral level. 

Student loans were the most 
common type of aid. More than 43 


percent of master's level students 
received loans in 2007-08. The average 
amount received was more than 
$1 5,000 per student, consisting mainly 
of Stafford Loans. Nearly one-third 
of doctoral students received loans, 
which averaged more than 20,000 
per student, primarily in the form of 
Stafford loans. 

Master's-level students are more 
likely to rely on loans and employer 
support than on financial support from 
their schools. More than 20 percent of 
master's students received fellowships 
or other financial support from their 
college, with the awards averaging 
around $10,000. In addition, more than 
25 percent of students at the master's 
level received tuition waivers or 
reimbursements from their employers, 
with employer aid averaging $5,245. 

Nearly half of all doctoral 
students received research, teaching 
or other types of assistantships, which 
averaged $1 7,764. And 1 3 percent of 
doctoral students received employer 
support, which averaged $7,358. 

Students in the sciences and 
engineering, especially at the doctoral 
level, are more likely to receive 
assistantships and traineeships than 
students in education and the arts and 
humanities. Flowever, CGS data does 
not provide details by discipline.

MBA APPLICANT TRENDS 

W ho in the woricd is applying to business school? 

Where? Why? And how will they finance it? The 
2009 QS TopM BA Applicant offers the latest 
updates on MBA applicants. 

Applicant Profiles 

Compared to last 
year, 2009 had fewer MBA 
applicants with background 
in information technology 
(IT) or engineering 
backgrounds, but more 
candidates from banking. 

It's not surprising that 
the recession might cause 
bankers and other financial 
workers to pursue career 
alternatives. IT workers 
and engineers may be 
experiencing less fallout 
from the economic crisis 
and be more content to 
stay in their jobs. 

The data also suggest 
that people from a growing 
range of backgrounds 
are considering business 
school. In fact, the number of candidates with background 
in the non-profit sector has doubled. 

Women comprise 46 percent of applicants 
responding to the TopM BA survey, the highest percentage 
in the survey's history. However, women believe they will 
receive lower salaries than their male counterparts after 
graduation. Only 32 percent of women, compared with 43 
percent of men, believe they will earn more than $1 00,000 
per year after graduating. However, among those who 
already have MBAs, more women than men are currently 
earning more than $1 00,000, according to TopMBA 

Women also seem to prefer part-time MBAs, perhaps 
because of anticipated demands of balancing family, work, 
and studies. 

There has been a slight decline in applications to 
Executive MBA programs. Employers traditionally help 
pay for such programs, so candidates might anticipate 
decreased corporate sponsorship in today's economy. 

The mean age of MBA candidates in the survey 
was 28.4 years, but TopMBA found that the number of 
applicants age 30 and over has increased sharply each 
year since 2006. Among applicants responding to the 2009 
survey, more than 75 percent were single and 86 percent 
did not have children. 

Study Goals 

More and more candidates hope to eventually 
use their MBA to start their own business, and 
entrepreneurship as an MBA specialization has seen an 8 
percent increase. Other growing areas of interest include 
general management, business strategy, international 
management, leadership, and corporate social 
responsibility. Finance and marketing are down. 

Nonetheless, about 26 percent of candidates plan 
to seek jobs in finance after earning their MBA, and 24 
percent aim for jobs in consulting. Thus, students may be 
confident that recruitment and salary levels in both sectors 
will bounce back within a year or two. 

Interest in jobs with non-profits and jobs involving 
corporate social responsibility has nearly doubled, from 
3.8 percent of candidates in 2008 to 6.4 percent in 2009. 
Regardless of job sector, more than 60 percent of 


candidates expect to work more than 50 hours per week 
as MBAs. 

The top six countries where candidates would like to 
study are, in order of popularity: the United States, United 
Kingdom, Canada, Australia, France, and Spain. Although 
the U.S. remains dominant, its popularity has dropped 
1 0 percent since 2008. More candidates are willing to 
consider a wide range of countries as the number of 


nations with quality MBA programs increases. Currency 
fluctuations and the availability of financial aid and 
scholarships are also key factors for many students. 

While 86 percent of North Americans would prefer 
to study in the United States, the United Kingdom is the 
second favorite study destination, followed by Spain. 

The United States, United Kingdom, and Canada are 
the only countries from which more than 50 percent of 
students would consider pursuing an MBA in their home 
country. But several other countries have growing numbers 
of students who are interested in pursuing an MBA in their 
home country: Russia, Mexico, Chile, Germany, Malaysia, 
and South Africa. 

Meanwhile, the Graduate Management Admission 
Council (GMAC) reports that from 2004 to 2008, the 
number of GMAT score reports sent to U.S. business 
schools from test-takers in India increased 161 percent, 
and score reports from test-takers in China increased 256 
percent. Now, falling currency values in countries such 
as India and South Korea are making it more difficult for 
students in those countries to afford U.S. schools. 

The amount of time Asian students spend studying 
for the GMAT is "through the roof" compared to students 
elsewhere, comments Alex Chisholm, senior research 
analyst at GMAC. As the number of Asians competing for 
admission to U.S. business schools continues to grow, the 
number of quality programs in Asia is also likely to grow 
and entice more Asian students to study closer to home. 

Financial Support 

This year, fewer candidates outside of North America 
expect to be able to get loans to finance their studies, 
according to QS TopMBA's 2009 Applicant Survey. 

Company sponsorship is also down in the rest of the 
world, except in the Asia Pacific region. 

North Americans are more resigned to having to dip 
into their savings to pay tuition and less inclined to ask 
their parents for money for business school. 

The five countries with the highest salaries for new 
MBAs are Japan, the United States, South Africa, the United 
Kingdom, and Germany.

SAVE MONEY, GET QUALITY 
... GO ONLINE? 


University of Phoenix is accredited by the Higher Learning 
Commission of the North Central Association of Colleges 
and Schools, one of several regional accrediting bodies 
recognized by the U.S. Department of Education. Many 
professional programs should also have professional 
accreditation. For example, the University of Phoenix's 
business, nursing, counseling, and education programs 
are accredited by professional accrediting organizations in 
each of those fields. 

Some dual-degree programs have two professional 
accreditations. One example is Marymount University's 
MBA/M. S. Health Care Management dual degree: The 
Master of Science in Health Care Management program 
is accredited by the Commission on Accreditation of 
Healthcare Management Education (CAHME).The MBA 
program is accredited by the Association of Collegiate 
Business Schools and Programs (ACBSP). The University of 
Phoenix's online and campus-based business programs are 
also accredited by ACBSP. 

Here's a hitch: Most leading MBA programs in the 
U.S. have accreditation from the Association of Collegiate 
Schools of Business (AACSB), not ACBSP. More than 560 
institutions around the world have AACSB accreditation 
for their business programs, and about 1 70 of these also 
have specialized AACSB accreditation for their accounting 
programs. 

Is an AACSB school better than an ACBSP school? 

Not necessarily. ACBSP accreditation focuses on quality of 
teaching. AACSB focuses on research as well as teaching. 
Schools with a strong research component do better in 
national rankings. In a highly ranked MBA program, you 
may pay a premium for the value of a name brand school, 
its networks and connections, and its high expectations 
for faculty. But if you plan to remain in the local area, you 
might save money by enrolling in a program that has local 
but not national recognition. 

Having a research component in a business program 
offers other advantages too. "It contributes to intellectual 
vibrancy and to teachers' ability to be relevant," says 
Jerry Trapnell,AACSB's executive vice president and chief 
accreditation officer. He says faculty research contributes 
to a student's development of lifelong abilities such as 
analytical skills, critical thinking, and research analysis. 

ButTrapnell agrees that not everyone's business 
degree needs to be from an AACSB school. "The 
intellectual aspect is not part of every school's mission," 
he says. "Cost, convenience, and timing are also significant 
factors in your choice." 

One more twist: Some traditional and online 
business programs — University of Maryland University 
College (UMUC), for example — are accredited by a third 
organization, the International Assembly for Collegiate 
Business Education (lACBE).This relatively new accrediting 
body focuses on teaching, as ACBSP does. When choosing 
a U.S. business program, look for accreditation from 
AACSB, ACBSP or lACBE. 

Few online degrees have AACSB accreditation, 
because online degree programs usually lack infrastructure 
supporting a research mission. However, some online 
business degrees offered by Penn State World College do 
have AACSB's stamp of approval, because they are run by 
Penn State campuses that have AACSB accreditation. 

Accreditation is only a starting point for assessing 
a school's quality. But if a program is not properly 
accredited, find out why before you consider enrolling. 


ome online and local part-time graduate programs 
cost considerably less than paying full fare at a 
nationally renowned university, especially for MBA 
programs. What is the trade-off in terms of quality and 
future job prospects? 

One way to check the reputation of a program is to 
ask your employer — or prospective employers. If it doesn't 
impress the boss, it might not be worth your while. 

Accreditation matters, too. The university as a whole 
should have "regional" accreditation. For example, the

The last episode took an upbeat, 
life-affirming tone, complete with 
a scene that gathered many of the 
characters at a picnic in the park 
on a beautiful day. 

And the closing moments 
sealed the future of the show’s 
signature on-and-off-again super- 
couple: Reva (Kim Zimmer, who 
created the role in 1983) and Josh 
(Robert Newman, who started on 
the show in 1981). 

They rendezvoused, accord- 
ing to plan, at the local lighthouse 
and declared their undying love. 
Then these soul mates climbed 
into Josh’s pickup truck. 


And they drove away, as the 
words “The End” flashed on the 
screen before a final fade-out. 

“Guiding Light” began on radio 
in 1937 , then moved to TV in 1952, 
In recent decades, it was set in the 
Midwestern town of Springfield, 
where it focused on the Spaulding, 
Lewis and Cooper clans. 

“Guiding Light” is the lat- 


est victim of the ratings collapse 
afflicting the entire soap-opera 
world. With an average 2,1 million 
viewers, it was the least-watched 
of all the network soaps, which 
now totals only seven.
